Storm brings 
capital commute 
to a standstill

C ars were damaged 
after a tree fell at 
Marsh Wall on Monday 
morning. There were 
also reports of hoardings on 
the nearby construction site 
at City Pride blowing into the 
road as the storm known as St 
Jude took hold. 

The fallen tree near South 
Quay station, on the outskirts 
of Canary Wharf, blocked 
the road during the morning 
rush-hour. 

Meanwhile, parks were 
closed due to the high winds 
and the high risk of branches 
breaking off. 

Neither Greenwich Park or 
Canary Wharfs Jubilee Park 
were open. Millwall Park also 
saw the severe winds, which 
claimed four lives across 
the south east, bring down a 
number of trees. 

Meanwhile, commuters

were met with disruption on 
their way to work. Many had 
heeded warnings and had 
opted to stay at home and 
others were stymied by the 
pre-emptive cancellation of 
rush-hour services. 

Transport for London had 
hoped to run a full timetable 
on the Docklands Light 
Railway but just after 8am it 
announced severe delays on 
all of the service’s routes. 


The Jubilee line soon 
followed with major delays 
due to an obstruction on the 
track. By 9.30am both were 
reportedly running a good 
service. 

C2C Rail ran no trains before 
midday after Network Rail 
reported a number of trees 
fallen on tracks. 

The Overground did not run 
until 9am. 

On the roads, the Blackwall 
Tunnel had two lanes closed 
northbound due to a fallen 
tree but by 8.30am that had 
been moved. 

Congestion continued, 
impacted by the A12 being 
blocked by building materials 
flying onto the road. 

Instead of their usual routes 
to work, commuters took to 
the Thames on Monday. 

River boat operator Thames 
Clippers saw a 36 per cent 
increase in passengers on 
its morning service, as it 
maintained a full programme 
with 100 per cent punctuality 
on many routes. 

Although London Bridge 
City pier could not be served, 
conditions on the river did 
not impact the remainder of 
the timetables and procedures 
were put in place to ensure the 
safe running of the fleet.

"There's so much anticipation for 
Jubilee Place because of the way 
it's developed - people were able 
to walk through before it opened. 
So there's so much pent-up 
demand," said Stuart, pictured.

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Career women 
face lottery of 
late pregnancy 


Fertility clinic doctor says older women are 
going abroad to cut time and costs, writes Kay Lockett 


utting career before starting a family 
is a choice many women in Canary 
Wharf may make. 

But opting to postpone having a 
baby until later in life is becoming a serious 
problem among working women, according to 
medical care company Body Bureau. 

The company’s Canary Wharf clinic helps 
UK couples get infertility treatment abroad, 
starting the process at the Baltic Medical Centre 
in Meridan Place. 

Customers are mainly those who cannot 
afford to be placed on the ever-lengthening 
NHS waiting list, or are not eligible. 

Others are shocked by the huge costs of 
private health care in the UK and so go abroad 
to save money. 

It is currently National Infertility Awareness 
Week and figures show that one in six people in 
the UK is struggling to conceive, which equates 
to around 3.5million people, with fertility 
declining with age, falling sharply after 35. 

Dr Julija Gorodeclcaja, gynecologist at the 
Baltic Medical Centre is concerned that women 
are having children late and are unaware of the 
associated risks. 

Research from Body Bureau suggests that 
stillbirths are twice as common in those over 
35, children are at more risk of genetic disorders 
and many women regret their decision to wait. 

Dr Gorodeclcaja said: “Some women who wait 
end up having to go down the IVF route, many 
of whom are in the 30-50 years age range and 
often come to our Canary Wharf 
pre-assessment clinic for help 
getting pregnant with their first 
child. 

“If it comes to IVF, we start 
stimulation here, then for 
treatment we send patients 
abroad. Then they come back 
here for follow-up care. 

‘We work this way as it is 
60 per cent cheaper to have 
the treatment abroad at a top 
private clinic and it saves time. 

‘The majority of women I see 
are educated, self-providing women who are 
doing well in their careers and suddenly find 
themselves not being able to get pregnant when 
they decide they want to start a family.

‘The NHS is more likely to give IVF treatment 
to younger women as there is a greater chance 
of success.” 

She said the drift towards older parenthood 
began with more reliable contraception. 

“As soon as women were able 
to make choices about when 
they had a baby and control the 
amount of children they have 
and the timing of them, it all 
started to shift towards being an 
older parent,” she said. 

“Success rates of IVF treatment 
all over the globe are not brilliant. 
Only around 25 per cent are 
successful and many couples face 
four to five rounds of treatment 
thus delaying starting a family 
even further.”

his legacy lives on. 

His firm was behind 
the development of the 
financial centre on the site of 
redundant docks on the Isle 
of Dogs. 


The firm went bankrupt in 
1992 after failing to attract 
enough tenants to the estate 
due to the poor transport 
links at the time, but he 
returned seven years 
later with a minority 
stake in another 
company, Canary 
Wharf Group.

Morrison, like 
Dickens, exposed 
the horrors of 
East End poverty

T omorrow, November 
1, is the 150th 
anniversary of 
the birth of an 
important, but neglected, East 
End literary figure. 

Arthur Morrison was a 
late-Victorian and Edwardian 
novelist who wrote vivid, 
unflinching stories set amid 
the poverty, squalor and 
violent lawlessness of east 
London’s slums. 

During his lifetime, his 
work attracted critical recog¬ 
nition and a large readership, 
yet it is relatively unknown 
today. 

Born on November 1, 1863, 
in the slum district of Poplar, 
Morrison was the son of an 
engine fitter. 

In 1887, aged 23, he went to 
work as a clerk at the newly 
opened People’s Palace, a 
mission to educate working- 
class Cockneys - on a site 
now occupied by Queen Mary, 
University of London. 

Three years later he moved 
to the Strand to work as 
a journalist on The Globe 
newspaper and in 1894 
produced a collection of short 
stories, Tales Of Mean Streets, 
which was well received. 

A second slum fiction, 
A Child Of The Jago, was 
published in 1896, and this 
was the novel that cemented 
Morrison’s reputation.

USA, is one of the organisers 
of the first ever academic 
conference on Morrison, 
which takes place at Queen 
Mary University on Saturday. 

She said: “A Child Of The 
Jago is a compelling read, a 
real page-turner. 

“The novel also opens 
a window onto historic 
concerns of the 1890s, 
including the struggles of the 
poor and middle-class fears of 
a degenerate underclass.”

“Jago”, a tenement neigh¬ 
bourhood based on the 
real-life Old Nichol slum 
between Shoreditch High

The inhabitants of the 
Jago are a vicious, criminal 
bunch, given to drinking, 
brawling, and gang warfare. 
The protagonist, a young boy 
named Dicky Perrott, learns to 
survive in this environment 
by becoming a sharp, canny 
thief. 

Morrison tells the story 
in an unsentimental way, 
neither glorifying nor 
preaching. What is more, it is 
a fascinating social-historical 
document, so why is it and 
its author not better known 
today?

Dr Maltz said: “In contrast 
to Dickens, whose scenes 
of poverty are offset by 
moments of domestic conviv¬ 
iality and comedy, Morrison 
can seem very dark.

“Many people would like 
Morrison’s work, but they 
simply haven’t discovered 
him yet.”

a roasting tin and add any 
juices from the griddle pan, 
vinegar and seasoning, then toss 
together. Arrange the onion 
wedges and sausages on top. 

4. Brush the sausages and onions 
with the maple syrup, and 
season the onions. Cook for 20 
minutes, then serve. 



Pear parkin pudding 
and custard 

INGREDIENTS 

Serves 8 

200g porridge oats 
200g self-raising flour 
2tsp ground ginger 
M2tsp salt 
175g treacle 

140g butter, plus extra for the 
dish and for dotting over 
140g light muscovado sugar, plus 
a bit more for sprinkling 
2 balls stem ginger from a jar, 
chopped, plus some of the syrup 
to serve 
1 large egg 
150ml milk 

4 ripe pears, peeled, stalks cut 
off, cored and halved 
Custard, to serve 

METHOD 


1. Heat your oven to 160C/140C 
fan/gas 3. 

2. Butter a 30 x 20cm baking 
dish. Mix the first four ingre¬ 
dients together in a bowl. 

3. Melt the treacle, butter 
and sugar together in a large 

saucepan, 
then stir in 
the dry ingre¬ 
dients, half of 
the chopped 
ginger, the 
egg and milk 
to make 
a smooth 
batter. 

4. Spoon into the baking dish, 
then sit the pear halves in the 
batter. Dot more butter over 
each pear half and sprinkle with 
a little more sugar. Bake for one 
hour until risen all over. 

5. Scatter the rest of the ginger 
over the fruit, then drizzle all 
over with syrup from the jar. 
Serve in rectangles with custard.

T he hero of Thor: The Dark World 
may be a hammer-wielding 
Thunder God but playing a 
substantial supporting role is the 
backdrop of London and, more 
particularly, Greenwich. 

Supervising location manager 
Emma Pill said: "We have fantastic 
locations here, which is why 
American productions now head to 
the UK regularly. We have a great 
UK-based skill set and the locations 
we can provide are fantastic." 

Emma's is a multi-tasking role 
that's involved with the creative 
process from the off. Not only 
was Emma responsible for helping 
scout potential locations during 


pre-planning, but it was down to 
her team to juggle the logistical 
complexities of getting the cast, 
crew and public on-board for each 
and every shoot day. 

"I was on Thor for six months 
before shooting and my job 
entailed trying to find out what the 
production designer and director 
were envisioning," she said. 

And thanks to the UK's mix of 
historical architecture and woodland 
greenery, the team were location¬ 
hopping around the country to some 
of its stunning backdrops, including 
Stonehenge and Greenwich. 

"There are a lot of special effects, 
stunts, explosions, rain, and wind 
that go with Thor. So you always 
have that at the back of your mind 


that we're not filming a period 
drama. My team's job would also 
involve dealing with councils, the 
police, road closures, and working 
with different agencies to be able to 
film on public streets." 

It was a juggling act that culmi¬ 
nated with an explosive, action- 
packed finale, which required scope, 
scale, room for action and a master¬ 
class in public relations. 

"The major end sequence happens 
in Greenwich. As it's a private site, it 
was complicated. 

"We had to close the river that day 
as we brought helicopters in, and we 
ended up dropping something like 
4,000 letters on the day to tell locals 
what we were doing, and to get 
everyone on side."

Fish dish; Mackerel with soy and sesame 



Although 
best with

F ew of us eat as much oil 
rich fish as we should, but 
half a fillet of mackerel 
can contain the advised daily 
allowance of omega 3. We 
always try to include a recipe 
with mackerel, herring or 
sprats on all our courses, and 
Billingsgate mackerel are 
some of the freshest and best 
available. 

Serves 4 

Ingredients 

4 small mackerel, gutted 
4 tbsp dark soy sauce 
2 tsp sesame oil 
2 tsp honey 
1 tbsp sesame seeds 
2.5cm piece of fresh root 
ginger, peeled and thinly 
sliced 

freshly ground black pepper 
For the garnish 
V 2 cucumber, thinly sliced 
handful of coriander leaves 
splash of rice wine vinegar 

Method 

Preheat the grill to its highest 
setting. Rinse the mackerel, 
taking care to remove the gills 
and clean out the blood line 


of the fish (this is close to the 
backbone and tastes bitter). 

In a bowl make the baste by 
mixing together the soy sauce, 
sesame oil, honey, sesame 
seeds and ginger. Season with 
pepper. 

Make five slashes through 
the fish on each side of 
the fillets and then brush 
thoroughly with the baste. 
Push a piece of the ginger 
into each slit of the fish and 


arrange on a baking sheet. 
Cook under the grill for three- 
four minutes on each side. The 
fish is cooked when the flesh 
is opaque, and the skin will be 
charred and shiny. 

Arrange the cucumber slices 
on four plates, put the fish 
on top, sprinkle with some 
coriander leaves and splash 
with wine vinegar. 

You can try this recipe with 
salmon or herring as well.

Counsellor tells Beth Allcock why Wharfers should 
make time to get out of the office at this time of year 


N ow chilly dark nights have become 
the norm, the change in the seasons 
coupled with an office-based routine 
could be making Wharfers more sus¬ 
ceptible to illness. 

West India Quay-based counsellor Owen 
Redahan said Wharfers were more likely to 
suffer Seasonal Affective Disorder (SAD) than 
most, spending a much of their time working 
inside or travelling underground. 

He said five per cent of the population 
suffers from serious depression and a hefty 
15 to 20 per cent are diagnosed with “winter 
blues”. 

Symptoms include sleep problems, anxiety, 
over-eating and weight gain, depression, 
alcohol and drug abuse and a loss of sex drive. 

“Previously, it was thought this was tied in 
with the notion of hibernation,” said Owen. 

“People have less of an interest and don’t 
want to do anything - they want to sleep more. 
Further research now veers away from that 
and ties it to the loss of sunlight in winter. 

‘There are people who have very few friends 
and winter exacerbates their isolation. They 
feel lonely, sad and begin to feel depressed. 

“And if there’s depression in your family, 
there’s a chance you will get it as well.” 

He said the science behind SAD seemed 


FACTFILE: SAD 


■ Seasonal affective disorder may 
be a problem for up to a third of the 
population, but is often undiagnosed. 

■ SAD can begin at any age, most 
commonly between 18 and 30, with 
more people developing it before the 
age of 21 than after. 

■ Women are approximately twice 
as likely as men to have SAD, but it's 
difficult to get an accurate picture, 
as men can find it harder to admit to 
depressive symptoms. 

■ But it can affect people anywhere in 
the northern and southern hemispheres 
-from Scandinavia, in the north, 
throughout Europe, in most of North 
America and north Asia, and as far up 
as the southern parts of Australia and 
South America. 

■ It is estimated around 10 per cent of 
the population of northern Europe have 
milder symptoms of SAD.

Owen suggests going for half-hour walks 


to pinpoint the lack of sunlight exposure 
to a decrease in production of the chemical 
serotonin in the body, coupled with a boost 
in melatonin, which is generated during 
periods of darkness and prompts feelings of 
sleepiness. 

Owen said counselling techniques such as 
his solution-oriented therapy and cognitive 
behavioural therapy could help. 

“You don’t have to cower through the winter, 
you can do something about it,” he said. 

‘The lethargy and the feeling of ‘I’m not 
interested in life’ and ‘what’s the point’ are 
all things that predispose people towards not 
looking for help. I’d suggest seeing a doctor 
now and discussing your symptoms.” 

And while devices such as light boxes could 
be prescribed to help sufferers, a couple of 
lifestyle changes could also brighten up the 
winter blues. 

“City workers are more likely to get SAD as 
they’re not going outdoors, so go out during 
lunchtime for a half-hour walk, even if it’s 
rainy,” Owen said. 

“It gives you exercise, more oxygen gets into 
your lungs and some exposure to sunlight. 

“If possible, sit by a window and eat a healthy 
diet. And if you can afford to get away for a 
while in the sun in the middle of winter, that’s 
very helpful.”

St Anton has transformed itself into a luxury destination 


A s the European ski season be¬ 
gins, it’s time to go off piste 
for a pair of Austrian desti¬ 
nations that offer something 
a little bit different to the classic pow¬ 
der carving fest. 

■ For friends of the environment 

You wouldn’t perhaps associate 
new-fangled fads like snow bikes with 
the uber-traditional image of Austria. 

But the region of Lungau, about an 
hour’s drive south of Salzburg and 
pulling in increasing numbers of Brits, 
is a prime example of how the country 
is embracing innovation. 

Symbolic of this trend are the St 
Martin Chalets, an idyllic cluster of 10 
homes nestling in a village at the base 
of the Grosseck-Speiereck mountain 
in the Austrian Tyrol. Properties 
can sleep from four to 14, and would 
be ideal for a couple of families 
holidaying together. 

The owners, Herby and his wife 
Jodi, were determined to build 
something eco-friendly. So most of 
the timbers and the rustic tiles have 
been reclaimed and lovingly restored, 
and the walls are stuffed with sheep’s 
wool for insulation. 

A large, but remarkably quiet, 
bio-diesel engine provides the heat for 
all the chalets, and solar panels help 
out with the electric. 

The skiing in Lungau does not 
disappoint either. The area is well laid 


out to avoid bottlenecks, and the low 
ratio between the number of beds and 
the lift capacity should guarantee that 
queuing is kept to a minimum.

I am challenging a lot of the status 
quo to be honest. I am talking 
about stuff that otherwise people 
won’t talk about,” says Helen 
Jamieson, who is offering her support 
to women seeking a way out of male- 
dominated businesses. 

The 48-year-old has penned My 
Business, My Success - A Woman’s 
Guide to Entrepreneurship, as a chatty 
and informal guide to starting up and 
running a company. 

And the founder of human resources 
and training consultancy firm Jaluch 
stressed this wasn’t a manual for the 
apex females. 

Instead, it is designed to prompt 
thinking about the different challenges 
women face in the male-dominated 
business sphere and how adopting 
masculine behaviour might not neces¬ 
sarily spell success. 

‘We shouldn’t all have to be alpha 
females to do business,” said Helen, 
who believes her guide will be helpful 
to women craving an escape from 
corporate life in Canary Wharf. 

“Women have a choice how they 
behave - you don’t have to behave like 
a man, you can chose to behave like a 
woman. 

‘The consequences of always trying 
to be someone you’re not can be more 
severe. 


Is Help To 


YOUR MONEY 


Can anyone get a loan out under 
Help To Buy? 

■ No, and the Government has 
emphasised that borrowers must 
be credit-worthy. The same tough 
checks will apply to applicants as if 
they were applying for any other 
type of mortgage. Lenders will want 
to make sure that you can afford 
your repayments. 

Only repayment mortgages will 
be offered through the initiative, not 
interest-only ones where the buyer 
only repays the capital when the 
mortgage term comes to an end. 

The scheme is only for properties 
worth up to £600,000 and it cannot 
be used by buy-to-let investors or 
people looking to buy a second home.

leadership style, how to speak to 
people, likability, the fine line between 
assertiveness and aggressiveness or 
what she calls the “biggie issue” of 
ambition.

and see how the mortgage market 
develops. 

But this is where fears of the 
scheme fuelling a housing boom 
come in.

Lots of properties are going to 
sealed bids at the moment only 
to find that a week or two later 
the buyer pulls out as they realise 
they are setting themselves up 
to pay way too much for the 
property on offer. 

My advice is if you have a 
perfectly good buyer that's 
willing to pay the asking 
price (which is still likely to be 
exceeding all expectations) then 
accept it. 

Otherwise all you will do is 
aggravate everyone so you end 
up with no buyer, which would 
be absolutely ludicrous in this 
market.
